DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is a response to the amendment filed on 7/29/2003. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Re. Claims 24, 25, 27-29, 32-^8^40^2, 52, 53 and 55-63: Change the phrase "A 
method" in line 1 to -The method--.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention. As per claim 23, 26, 30 forming a spin 
valve sensor with non-magnetic layer on top of a first gap layer included a bi-layer of the 
insulation film and an antiferromagnetic oxide film formed on an insulation film in a read 
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region and after exposing the antiferromagnetic oxide film by masking and milling 
processes, first and second lead layers are formed on the exposed antiferromagnetic 
oxide film. As per claim 51 forming a spin valve sensor material layer directly on top of a 
first read gap layer and after exposing the antiferromagnetic oxide film by masking and 
milling processes, a spin valve sensor with first and second side edges is formed first 
and second lead layers are formed on the exposed antiferromagnetic oxide film. As per 
claim 54 forming a read sensor on top of a first gap layer and forming first and second 
lead layers with a ferromagnetic film interfacing the first and second side edges 
respectively of the sensor, wherein the ferromagnetic film of each lead layers 
exchanging couples to the antiferromagnetic oxide film and magnetostatically couples to 
the read sensor. It is not obvious taken alone or in combination of other references 
fairly to suggest the claimed invention
